GOATS AND INSURANCE.

Everybody knows something about 
Insurance. Almost everybody carries 
some life, accident, fire, fidelity, plate 
glam, partnership, burglary, marine 
or what not—and many occasionally 
suH the payment of the regularly re¬ 
curring premiums a heavy tax, bow- 
over greatly they may appreciate the 
advantages of holding the policies. 
Ever y body knows something about 
goats, but few would think of asso¬ 
ciating goats with insurance or of ac¬ 
quiring goats with a vteV to reducing 
tibe amount of their premiums. Yet 
4 large contracting firm In Kansas 
Otj keeps a herd of Angora goats for 
that very purpose. 

Tie company’s yards cover many 
acres of ground, and the buildings and 
other equipment thereon represent an 
investment of several hundred thou¬ 
sand dollars. When the yards were 
flat established the weeds and other 
vegetation on the property were/con¬ 
sidered by the underwriters to be dan¬ 
gerous fire hazards, so much so that 
tv rates charged were almost pro¬ 
hibitive. It was agreed, however, that 
tf the weeda were kept down the 
premiums would be greatly reduced. 

But the cost of mowing the weeds 
cutting down the undergrowth 
.would have been in itself no incon¬ 
siderable Item in the yearly budget. 
The company accordingly bought a 
Beck of Angora goats and turned them 
Is nan in the extra hazardous yards. 

goats now keep the yards cropped 
‘ss close as a mowed lawn and not 
mmij save the firm a large amount an- 
nually in fire insurance premiums, but 
thrive so well on the objectionable 
vegetation and multiply so abundantly 
that they have actually returned a con¬ 
siderable profit on the amount of the 
company's capital that their purchase 
la presents,—Detroit Free Press.
